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SHORT-RANGE OIL SITUATION 
EASES, BUT STILL UNCERTAIN

A somewhat brighter, but still uncertain picture with re¬ 
gard to heating oil supplies emerged before the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. board at its regular meeting on Thursday, July 11. In a long 
session which lasted till after midnight, the board considered some 
bids from fuel oil suppliers that were actually in competition; 
discussed whether to proceed with installing insulation and vapor 
barriers under the frame homes; heard the manager report on 
allocation of the corporation’s reserves, and firmed up a new com¬ 
mittee structure. 

Oil Bids 


Of fifteen, oil companies asked 
to bid on GHI’s fuel needs for the 
coming winter, only three submit¬ 
ted proposals, of which one - not 
the corporation’s present supplier 
- was clearly lowest at the time 
manager Roy Breashears prepar¬ 
ed his memorandutn for the board’s 
information. However, the man¬ 
ager reported that he had just re¬ 
ceived a letter from the present 
supplier stating that it would now 
match the lowest bid. A general 
reaction from board members was 
that it would not be proper to ac¬ 
cept such a changed bid; director 
Virginia Moryadas expressed con¬ 
cern about the ethics of the mat¬ 
ter, and director Norman Wevel 
urged getting advice from the 
corporation attorney. 

Further discussion brought out 
other aspects of the general fuel 
oil situation. In reply to a question 
by director Hugh O’Donnell, ask¬ 
ing what protection GHI would 
have under any oil contract with 
regard to future oil prices, the 
manager replied that as far as he 
knew the Federal Energy Agency 
would only guarantee oil availa¬ 
bility, not its cost. Other board 
members raised questions about 
differences between the prices pro¬ 
jected by some of the oil compan¬ 
ies for this year, and the actual 
prices in the bids. In short, an 
over-all picture of a commodity 
under very loose control was pre¬ 
sented. 

A further surprise came out in 
the nows that No. 4 oil, assumed 
by GHI to be always cheaper than 
No. 2 oil (the corporation has in 
fact just modified some of its burn¬ 
ers to take No. 4 oil) is now as ex¬ 
pensive as No. 2 oil according to the 
bids. This was naturally unsettling 
to board members. 

Chairman Jim Smith decided to 
direct the manager to notifv the 
bidders that “because of differ¬ 
ences in the way that bids were 
presented.” GHI was asking for 
further clarification of the bids.

Committee Structure 

In setting up the new committee 
structure, a sticking point has 
been the question of whether to 
split the existing Planning, En¬ 
gineering and Maintenance com¬ 
mittee into two committees, sep¬ 
arating the functions of (long- 
range) planning and maintenance. 
This committee, under the chair¬ 
manship of O’Donnell, has been 
^instrumental in finding ways to 
deal with the fuel oil problem. 

O’Donnell himself argued elo¬ 
quently for continuing the whole 
committee until its short-range 
objectives were met. Gordon Allen, 
from the floor, agreed with O’¬ 
Donnell. However, a majority of 
the board did not see it this way. 
Directors Stephen Polaschik and 
Moryadas saw a need for a separ¬ 
ate Long-range Planning Commit¬ 
tee that would deal with questions 
arising covering a longer time 
span, as did Volk who said “there’s 
enough to keep both (committees) 
busy.” 

On a motion by Volk, the two 
seperate committees were estab¬ 
lished. The chairmen of the var¬ 
ious committees — all board mem¬ 
bers — were assigned by chair¬ 
man Smith as follows: Parking 
— Weyel; Esthetic and Environ¬ 
mental — Volk; Engineering and 
Maintenance — O’Donnell; Mem¬ 
ber and Human Relations — Po¬ 
laschik; Personnel — Byerly; 
Ijong-range Planning — Morya¬ 
das; Membership Services and 
Home Improvements — Comproni; 
Finance — Foster. 

Reserve Funds 

The staff reported on the status 
of reserve funds at the end of 
1973, in various categories such as 
heating, structural maintenance, 
real estate taxes, contingency, etc. 
each of these reserve categories 
is further broken down into brick, 
frame, or new homes.

NASA Issues Favorable 
Environmental Stmt. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) in 
Wa|hington has issued a favorable 
Environmental Impact Statement 
(EIS) regarding the Greenbriar 
sewage treatment plant. Now in the 
hands of the Council on Environ¬ 
mental Quality, the EIS will also 
be distributed to parties who com¬ 
mented on NASA’s draft statement 
of February 1974. The record will 
be kept open for 30 days for com¬ 
ment, and a notice of the EIS pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Record, 

Basically, NASA reaffirmed its 
earlier decision to recommend ap¬ 
proval of permitting the piping of 
treated sewage effluent from the 
Greenbriar plant for a distance of 
150 feet across its property to a dis¬ 
charge point on an unnamed trib¬ 
utary of Beaver Dam Creek, also on 
NASA property. The approval is 
conditioned on the developer’s ob¬ 
taining a discharge permit from the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 
NASA’s final decision will come af¬ 
ter it reviews the comments on the 
EIS. 


PLAZA REQUESTS 
FLASHING SIGN 

A request by the developer of 
Beltway Plaza for approval to er¬ 
ect a flashing electric sign on the 
property, is coming up before the 
Prince Georges County Zoning 
Examiner tomorrow. July 19, con¬ 
tinued from June 10, the hearing 
will be held in the county council 
hearing room in the Courthouse 
in Upper Marlboro at 1:30 p.m. 

The developer wishes to erect a 
30 by 3 foot sign, some 22 feet off 
the ground, which will be able to 
flash “traveling” electric messages. 
The sign would be located along 
Greenbelt Road on the eastern side 
of the Hot Shoppes location. 


Conversion to Hot H ater 

Two areas, in which GHI has 
been acting to improve heating 
efficiency, were reported on by the 
manager. First, conversion of 12 
Court Ridge homes from steam 
to hot water heat has been com¬ 
pleted; some unforseen problems 
were encountered that were over¬ 
come and will be taken into ac¬ 
count in future conversions. The 
staff engineer recommended pro¬ 
ceeding with similar conversions 
of 44 and 46 Courts on Ridge Road. 

Secondly, a specific proposal for 
installing perimeter insulation and 
vapor barriers under all of the 
frame homes was received from 
consulting engineer W. N. Meyer. 
The cost figure he quoted, about 
$200 for each of the approximate¬ 
ly 1,000 homes, was received cau¬ 
tiously by the board. Director Don¬ 
ald Volk felt this was quite a 
high figure, and at that might be 
lower than the actual cost Thus 
the board did not act on Meyer’s 
proposal to insulate the crawl spa¬ 
ces, but did pass a motion by 


Heating reserves which stood at 
$29,000 were reduced to a minus 
$72,000 after allocation of the defi¬ 
cit of $100,000 in heating operation 
costs during 1973. Most of the 
other reserve categories, however, 
were increased as the result of 
1973 operations. All in all, the 
special reserves showed a drop of 
about $57,000, due primarily to the 
rising fuel oil prices. 

Mise. 

In other actions an increased 
premium payment requested by an 
insurance company which recently 
obtained GHFs insurance contract, 
was considered by the board; after 
much questioning of the insurance 
company's appraisal figures, direc¬ 
tor Byerly urged that the contract 
language be tightened up to pro¬ 
tect GHI. On a motion by O’Don- 
nel, the matter was passed to the 
Finance committee to study and 
to report back on at a special 
board meeting which will be held 
on the Wednesday before the next 
regular board meeting on August 
15. 


The Maryland National-Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
denied the permit over a vear ago 
on Anril 30, 1973. MNCPPC’s basis 
for denial was that the intent of 
the zoning code is to prohibit such

CiSy negotiating on Parkland 
Acquisition In Greenbriar 

Another step in the city’s land acquisition program was taken 
last week when the $95,000 pledged by Greenbriar Associates to 
purchase five acres of the Smith-Ewing tract as parkland was 
paid to the city. The city is expected to end up finally with seven 
acres of land next to the Greenbriar apartment development, as 
the Maryland National Capital Park and Planning Commission has 
another $39,846 in escrow from the developer toward a further 
purchase. The developer was required by the zoning code to make 
the latter payment in lieu of dedication of parkland. The City and 
the Smith-Ewing owners of the land are reportedly near settle¬ 
ment on a $19,000 per acre purchase price.

Greenbriar Asociates had pledged 
the $95,000 in August 1971 in an 
irrevocable letter of credit after 
concern was expressed by the citi¬ 
zens that the building plans for 
the Greenbriar apartment develop¬ 
ment did not leave enough open- 
space for public use. 

Under the county “mandatory 
dedication” ordinance adopted in 
April 1970, new subdivisions are 
required to dedicate 10 percent of 
the area for open-space and rec¬ 
reational use or pay a fee equiva 
lnet to 5 percent of the assessed 
valuation. In the case of the 
Greenbriar project with its 82-b 
acres, the donation would have 
amounted to 8+ acres; the fee in 
lieh of dedication would have yiel¬ 
ded funds to purchase only about 
two acres. MNCPPC, nevertheless, 
approved the fee, provided certain 
recreational facilities were provided 
by the project. 

The city council and the citizens 
were unhappy over this arrange 
ment since they foresaw a great 
need in the future for space on 
which to construct baseball and 
football fields. The Greenbriar 
project, as laid out did not pro¬ 
vide the open-space for such facil¬ 
ities. 

To meet the later objection, the 
Greenbriar developer, Alan Kay, 
then entered into a written agree¬ 
ment with the city pledging suffi¬ 
cient funds to reimburse tile city 
for the cost of purchasing five 
acres. In turn, the city council 
recommended to the county coun¬ 
cil approval of a special exception 
to the bedroom ordinance which 
would permit the developer to con¬ 
struct fewer 1-bedroom units and 
more 2- and 3-bedroom units than 
the county zoning ordinance per¬ 
mitted. Certain conditions were 
attached to the special exception 
aimed at keeping the density of 
the project down. With the project 
shifting from apartment rental to 
condominium, it is not expected 
that these conditions can be en 
forced. Kay, however, has said 
that he expected to adhere to the 
original conditions.

AVe strongly feel that the letter 
from Mr, Bankson and Mrs. Smith 
should -not go unanswered.

1. Grace, poise, tact, self-confi- 
-donee and beauty may play an im¬ 
portant role in the pursuit of suc¬ 
cess but they should not play a 
more important role in the success 
of females than that of males. Tra¬ 
ditionally, women's success has 
predicated on their physical beau 
ty, the type of husband they se¬ 
cure. and the achievements of their 
children. Its’ time that women 
have the same encouragement, ae - 
cess and choice of career and type 
of success as men have alwavs 
had. 

2. Without the benefit of parti 

cipation in beauty contests, men 
have accepted Nobel prizes grace¬ 
fully enough, proper I v and 

presumably wearing underwear. 
Men somehow manage to assimilate 
the appearances of civilization in 
the normal course of things. Can’t 
women be expected to do the same? 

3. Whether or not girls would 
actually be spending their time 
more profitably, in th^ absence of 
beauty contests, is irrelevant. The 
damage of beauty contests and 
the mentality behind them, is that 
they give a very clear message to 
females: “Your most important at¬ 
tribute is your physical appear¬ 
ance.” Boys are not judged for 
their looks not because they aren’t 
'‘pretty’’ - it’s because they’re ex¬ 
pected to seek recognition through 
other abilities — whether repairing 
a car or arguing a court case. The 
amount of talent and ability that 
has gone to waste while women 
have been occupied defeating ring- 
around-the-collar is indefensible. 

4. We miss the point entirely on 
why Miss Keenes' standards would 
doom women to a life of hopeless¬ 
ness and second class status if 
they are less endowed cerebrallv 
than corporally. Is this the case 
with men? Your concern is mis 
placed since women of any kind 
have always been second-class 
citizens legally. Are you working 
for the ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment? 

5. Unfortunately, we are unable 
not to take this seriously. The 
unequal status of women is ex¬ 
tremely serious. We hope that our 
efforts now will significantly im¬ 
prove the quality of life for our 
future daughter(s). 

To Mrs. Smith: You may be “sick 
and tired” of hearing about Wo¬ 
mens’ Liberation, but it is the only 
movement working for freedom of 
choice (which you vigorously de¬ 
fend) for women. Things like the 
Miss Greenbclt contest give a cer 
tain message to girls about their 
value; the Womens’ Movement 
seeks to present an alternate view. 

The point is this: a person’s 
gender should not determine his/ 
her role, value, achievements, or 
occupation. Anatomy is not des 
tiny.

County Turns Down 
Outing at, Greenbriar 

A request by Greenbriar Associ¬ 
ates to host a three-hour outing on 
July 12 for retarded and disabled 
children, using'Greenbriar’s recrea¬ 
tional facilities, has been denied by 
the county health department. Ap¬ 
parently the major reason for the 
turn-down was the lack of water 
hook-up for the showers in the 
bathhouse. The county said it is a 
health requirement that persons 
take showers before entering a pool. 

According to the county depart¬ 
ment of licenses and permits, tem¬ 
porary use and occupancy permits 
for pools have been issued when a 
project was well along and the pool 
did not constitute a health or safe¬ 
ty hazard. In this case, while the 
pool did not appear to pose any 
problems since it operates on a re¬ 
circulating system, the health de¬ 
partment noted that “no approval 
can be given until the entire facili¬ 
ty, including the bathhouse meets 
all thp criteria.” As far as toilet 
facilities, port-o-johns were to be 
used. Some are now on site to serve 
the Greenbriar community building 
which is operating with a tempor¬ 
ary use and occupancy permit. 

Developer Alan Kay said, “I'm 
disappointed ... the pool and ten¬ 
nis courts* are ready for use . . . 
special pool and tennis assistants 
would be on hand to help, and we 
thought the children would have a 
good time.” Some 80 youngsters now 
attending county programs would 
have participated.
